The man or woman who enters the ranks of labor ia known thereafter as a

Iff Fish, of Valdez. Alaska*, 
as recently awarded tor an- - 
other period of four years the con-' 
tract for carrying the United States- 
mails from Valdez to Eagle, is the 
best paid mail carrier in the world, 
says the Washington currespondent 
of the Chicago Tribune. For his 
contract with the government he 
receives $35,000 a year for making 
ps a month between the 
points named, a distance of about 
U3 miles, or nearly $1,500 for each 
trip. The mail carried is limited 
:o 300 pounds and consists general- 
y of letters only, new-Bpapers and 
the more buiky articles being car- 
ried, however, when the mail is un- 
usually light. 

Postoffke Department officials 
say, however, that the sum paid to 
him is reasonable when it is con- 
sidered that he makes his trips by 
dog sled, and that he has the most 
dangerous route of any mail carrier 
in the world. His 24 trips a year 
keep him busy most of the time, 
nd he practically takes his life in 
hand every time he starts out on 
bis solitary journey. Fish has the 
finest team of dogs in that far 
northern country, and some of his 
trips are made on record time. 
He has been given up for dead
